We have received our first warning. An article 


tary manipulator. Provincial France is enlightened 
now as to the decadence of England. The cause of 
this attack is said to be the refusal of England te en- 
dorse the Emperor's policy in Italy. England will 
not play a bass accompaniment to the airs of France. 
We have ventured, it appears, to have a will of our 
own in the cause of justice, liberty, and truth. 
We wish to remain afar from the polluted thing ; 
we suppose that the person who created the entan- 
glement is the fittest person to undo it. We simply 
protest that to place Italy under the heels of unfor- 
giving despots is not to make her free from the Alps 
to the Adriatic. For this non-intervention course, 
we are warned “that an hour “of trial approaches 
“ whichSmay put an end to our greatness for ever.” 

Well, be it so. Our fathers have fought against 
the world in arms, and against a greater Napoleon. 
He whose sole end and aim was England's destruction 
died a solitary prisoner on a barren rock. The Cri- 
mea, Persia, China, and India, have proved we are 
not se degenerate as our enemies imagine. We 
are not drilled in the trickeries and juggleries of 
fight. We cross bayonets something better than the 
Austrians do. The French have been our allies; they 
have not experienced us as foes. This trial which 
may ruin our greatness may ruin the shadowy great- 
ness of another. Our French friends deal in oracles ; 
they might profit by a study of that anciently deli- 
vered to Croesus. 

Our decadence is inferred from what ? We have 
a free press, and are free of tongue. We have not 
learned the words and repeated the rescripts of a 
despot. We boldly attack abuses in our adminis- 
tration. In political warfare we do not spare an op- 
ponent. We expose official delinquency in the 
press; the Lord of France conceals it in a dungeon. 
Still, these are but family jars. Let a stranger 
touch the honour of the family, and we are one. 
We can close up the gates of words and open them. 
He who judges of our discussion from the diatribes 
of the press has yet to learn that these are Saumite 
weapons after all, sheathed when we come to deadly 
conflict. 

The proofs of our decadence are these:—We 
drifted into war with Russia, and lost 51,000 men 
there; yet the gaps were filled up, and 
when our allies saw the long red line of British 
infantry, they hurried to conclude a peace. 
We engaged in a war in China, and in another 
with Persia, and succeeded in both. What we have 
done in India let our enemies tell. Enough to say, 
that from these small islands we sent forth 100,000 
men across 15,000 miles of sea. They stand as 
victors there, and they can spare some fifteen or 
twenty thousand men to revenge an insult received 
in China. We were masters of all seas during the 
Crimean war, and we are masters still. Fifty-four 
pennants of ours float in the Mediterranean breeze, 
and English sailors love close quarters. 
precision are valuable only at a distance,” said the 
Emperor. Our comment is,that we can pierce through 
his armadilloes at 200 yards. He has been running 
out rivers of iron to protect his coasts, or rather the 
men who skulk behind. It needs only an additional 
pinch or two of sound English powder to shoot beyond 
them. The word “ invasion” called up from the earth 
volunteers equal in number to our standing army. 
As to ship building, the Great Eastern tells the world 
what we can do. Our arsenals are allatwork. The 
arms of our smiths are as muscular as ever. They 
whirl the hammer with as good a will as ever they 
did of old. The clank of the anvil will be twice as 
musical when it forges a weapon against the enemy 
of mankind. The roar of our furnaces is heard in 
France, and the Norman peasants mistake for me- 
teors the reflection of our forge fires on the night 
clouds. See---in three short months we turned out 
160 gun boats, and we have them ready. Swift 
work and short shrift would they give to 
these iron-plated transports, which are to ferry 
6,000 men a piece over the Channel. They who think 
we cannot get men to man our fleets do not know 
the English sailor. He loves his short money- 
making trip, and his run on shore, while England is 
at peace. But when blue-peter is on the mast- 
head, and the prow is turned France-ward, we will 
not have ships enough to hold our men.

But the Emperor means to frighten us---that is 
all. He proceeds threatening to the edge of the 
gulf, but is afraid to leap it. The retreat of Sol- 
ferino taught us not to dread a man who could so 
easily be paralysed in the hour of victory by the 
mere idea of defeat. Every figure looks gigantic 
when wrapped in a cloud of mist. Shrouded in 
mystery, the Emperor sends forth his enigmas, and 
men are fools enough to struggle for an interpreta- 
tion of what may have any meaning or none. Bel- 
lona is not the Dido to win this “Eneas from the 
cloud. Already we have struggled to correct our 
optical deception, and estimate the true proportions 
of our self-electedjfoe. He will not, as the Prophet 
of Khorassan, lift the veil which covers weakness 
as well as deformity. Some favourite is to be re- 
warded by successful stock-jobbing, or our precious 
Foreign Secretary, who saw a ghost at Vienna, 
is to be appalled by a phantom from Paris. 
Better for England, better for the world, that the 
mask should fallnow. We cannot now, thanks to 
Sir J. Pakington, be taken by surprise. Better to 
“fight it out,” if it must be so, than to act the part 
of men already vanquished. Better to determine in 
fair field, whether we have really sunk to the rate of 
a third-class power, than to be the unwilling tools of 
a cruel tyrant. Better to spend our all than lose our 
independence. We have money, men, ships, coals--- 
fer these are an element in warfare. He who pro- 
vokes us too far will feel that we have spirit enough 


to use them. 
One party---one fag end of a pitiful party, alone 


will be found arrayed against *their Queen and 
country. What they could do in their greatest days 
‘a cabbage-garden will tell. What they can do now, 
we infer from the minimum amount of diluted treason. 
The sword for which pennies were begged dwindled 
down mysteriously to a medal. The Duc de 
Magenta smiled when he beheld the decoration of a 
first-class school-boy, and sighed when his autograph 
was requested, which entailed a loss of one hundred 
francs. That party preaches sedition. Even among 
the law-loving Romans it was found that a ready as- 
sociate for treason was never waating. Is it wise or 
politic to suffer inflammatory diatribes to circulate 
among our people? This party is very anxious for 
French rule. Would it not be well to give them a 
taste of it? Suppose we introduce the law of the 
press, which restrains all publications in France, to 
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accepted their as a great boon,

1y sympathy with the inhabitants of the Papal States 
in their present sore need, because the continuance of 
apal d ism in temporal matters is part of the reli- 
on of the writer, who, though sympathising most 
keenly with the alleged oppression of Ireland, holds in 
the utmost horror the longings of Italy for emancipation 
from ecclesiastical tyranny. And now, not content 
with exhibiting themselves as the champions of 
ignorance and the supporters of tyranny, to- 
day our columns are sullied by the appearance of a let- 
ter the object of which is indirectly to defend the yo 
ceedings of the Papal Government with regard to the 


nations have regarded with dismay and aversion. This 
day it is no conclave of bishops nominally met to deii- 
berate, but really to do the bidding of a foreign master ; 
it is no veteran agitator who values his sacrei office 
mainly for the power which it gives him over the minds 
of an ignorant and; excitable population ; it is an Eng- 
lish country gentleman of ancient lineage and unques- 
tioned private character, who comes forward as the 
apologist of one of: the worst iniquities for which Rome 
of late years has had to answer. 

Our readers have read, and we confess we should 
have thought but fpr Mr. Langdale’s letter that no lay- 
man could have rend without assent, the emphatic pro- 
test signed by a number of bishops, noblemen, and 
gentlemen, against the conduct of the Papal Govern- 
ment in the case af the boy Mortara. The facts have 
long been noturiu, but will bear a brief recapitulation, 
especially as Mr. Ijangdale thinks that he has detected 
a case completely 4nalogous in the ordinary conduct of 
Englishmen. Th boy Mortara; the child _ of 
Jewish parents, | was, it appears, clandestine- 
ly baptised by a miaidservant into the 
Church of Rome. Í On the strength of this baptism the 
child was, on the áith of June, 1858, when six or seven 
years old, forcibly taken from his parents by the Papal 
Government, and ¢onveyed under an escort of soldiers 
to a consent in á sn Sir Moses Montefiore, on behalt 
of the British Jews, went to Rome to obtain, if possi- 
ble, the liberatidn of the child. The Pope absolutely 
refused to see him, and he was informed that the child 
should not be, released. The protest, as Mr 
Langdale truly. says, censures this proceeding 
on two grounds—first, that the. child 
taken away from the authority of his parents ; 
and secondly, that he is educated in a religion of which 
they disapprove. Mr. Langdale is evidently of opinion 
that in so doing the head of the Roman Catholic Charch 
acted well and wisely ; that, the child having become a 
member of that church by the treacherous and dis- 
honourable act which the servant perpetrated under his 
frther’s roof, the Pope had a right to call in his civil to 
the assistance of his spiritual authority, and to kidnap 
the child of his subject in order to bring it up in 
the bitterest hatred and contempt of its parent; 
and their religion. The tie, he thinks, which 
bound the parent to the child, and which Burke not in- 
aptly called thésacrament of nature, was rudcly broken 
by the furtive wdministration of the sacrament of bap- 
tism to an unconscious infant, and the civil power of the 
State was well exerted to enforce a right so obtained for 
an end so desirable. But, instead of coming forward as 
the direct apologist of proceedings which evidently 
extite his warmest sympathies, Mr. Langdale 
thinks it easier and safer to be himself the assail- 
ant, and to protect the Papal Government ha 
attacking those who protest against its bigotry 
and tyranny, ‘The ease of Mortara according 
to Mr. Langdale, constantly the case of children in 
every Poor Law Union in England. Children, he says, 
are taken from a starving parent to be educated in a 
faith contrary to their parents’ will, or clse the last mo- 
ments of a widowed mother are invaded by the assu 
rance that her child will be educated in a religion which 
she believes will lead to an eternal separation between 
them. ‘l'o-be-sure, Mr, Langdale admits that the law 
does not direct this, that the matter is “ne of local ma- 
nagement ; but still he maintains the cases to be 
strictly parallel, and calls with much triumph upon the 
protesters to apply to this cruelty the same indignation 
as they apply to the Mortara outrage. 

Mr. Langdale shrouds himself in vague, and we dare 
say he thinks safe, generalities; but the diflerenee be- 
tween the case put and the case protested against is, 
even as he states it, so plain thes we are almost ashamed 
to point it out. The Roman Gevernment took the child 
from parents well able to maintain it, by violence. 
}and contrary to their protestations and reclama- 
tions. In the English case pet by Mr. Langdale 
there is no taking at all. If a parent is unable t 
suppport a child from sickness or poverty, the child 
is admitted into the union workhouse, not in 
contravention of the wishes of the parent, or with the 
view of proselytism, but merely for the purpese of pre- 
serving its life—a stretch of humanity which is not, we 
believe, to be found in any Roman Catholic country 
When placed inthe workhouse the child is iastructed 
tozether with the other children, and it learns such re 
ligion as taught there as a part of its education 
There is no wish to make converts or proselytes, but th 
board of guardians believe, and rightly, as we think, 
that they are not bound out of the funds 
placed at their disposal for the reliefof the poor to 
provide separate spiritual instructors, according to 
the religion of the parent. This is Mr. Lang- 
dale’s parallel case. In the one case there is a taking 
away by violence of a child whom the parents wer 
willing to maintain and educate ; in the other there is a 
receiving with the consent of the parents of the child 
under a benevolent law, into a place where the State 
may perform towards it that duty of nurture which the 
parents, through poverty, sickness, or death, are unabl 
to discharge. In the one case the child is seized that it 
may be proselytised ; in the otherit is received that it 
may be kept alive. The whole gravamen of Mr. Lang- 
dale’s charge is, that in the case of those who are sup- 
ported on public charity the State has not thought fit 
to require that special religious instructors should be 
maintained. It will be a happy day for the Roman 
people when such is the heaviest accusation that a bitter 
and uncandid enemy can bring against the priestly ty- 
ranny under which they groan. 

But Mr. Langdale does not appear to have carefully 
considered his own position. It is quite possible to 
disapprove the treatment of the parents of the boy 
Mortara without seeing anything reprehensible in th 
management of our Poor Law Unions. But the con- 
verse would seem to us impossible. It seems to us im- 
possible to disapprove, as Mr. Langda!’e appears to do 
the conduct of our Poor Law Guardians, and yet to 
approve, as Mr. Langdale appearsto do, the treatment 
of the boy Mortara. Not to provide Roman 
Catholic instruction for a young Roman Catholic 
is surely less scandalous than by force and 
fraud to push Roman Catholic instruction on 
a Jew. To omita duty which the State never under- 
took is surely less culpable than to violate a right which 
lies at the foundation of civil society-—the right of every 
parent, so long as he is able, to maintain and educate 
his child, to bring him up in his own faith. There is. 
indeed, one way of reconciling these contradictions : the 
Catholic feligion is true, and therefore, its infallible head 
may propagate it by force and fraud. The Protestant 
religion is false, and, therefore, its professors are bound 
to pay out of the poor-rates for instructors to expose its 
absurdities. It would be more seemly in the defenders 
of the Pope to labour to raise his Government to our 
level than to try by transparent sophisms to drag down 
our practice to his.

IMPROVEMENT OF GALWAY HARBOUR. 

Gatway, Tvrspay.—Last week 1 sent you an epitome 
of a statement made by the Rev. Peter Daly, in reference 
to the improvements of this harbour, and also as to cer- 
tain amendments which would be required in the pre- 
sent bill. A committee was appointed to make the ne- 
cessary amendments, and met on Tuesday, the 18th inst. 
The following is a copy of the minutes of the meeting on 
that day :— 

“ The Chairman announced the object of the meeting 
was to consider what amendments should be made to 
the act under which the commissioners were incorporated 
andit was suggested :—That the limits of the harbonr 
shonld be extended, and a general leasing power should 
be taken.” 

_ “The leasing power to be given to enable the commis- 
sioners to guarantee the loan of £150,000 for the pier 
and breakwater by both town and country. The com- 
pulsory power for the purchasing of the lands required. 
To consider the clause relating to the pilotage of the 
port. To consider the provisions of the act lately passed 
to enable the Board of Works to levy tolls on vessels 
under fifty tons register.”’ 

This was merely a preliminary meeting to consider 
what portions of the bill would require amendment. An 
adjourned meeting of the committee was held on Mcn- 
day. The following is a copy of the minutes:— 


“The Rev. Peter Daly moved---That the limits of the 
harbour be extended from Barna Cliff to Kilcornan 
Point. ‘That the 3lst section of the Harbour Act, 
1853, be extended to five years from the passing of 
the amended bill now applying for. That a clause be 
introduced into the amended bill, empowering the com- 
missioners to grant leases.---See 16 and 17 Vic. cap. 
200, sec. 35. That the extent of land empowered by 34 
sec. to purchase, be extended from 22 to 100 acres—22th 
section of the Harbour Act, 1853. Power to extend to 
officers of the Harbour Commissioners, contractors, &c. 
to enter on quarries, sand-pits, &c., to raise material for 
the use of buildings required on the docks and break- 
water, &c. Also, that a clause be introduced, compel- 
ling all masters of vessels coming foreign to take pilots 
from the Islands of Arran to the docks, and thatthe 
Commissioners be empowered to take apprentices for 
pilots. ‘That the amended clause, procured last session 
of Parliament, by the Board of Works, empowering them 
to levy dues on vessels at and under fifty tons, does not 
contain any provision empowering the Commissioners 
to succeed them inthe collections after payment of the 
rights of the Commissioners, and enabling them to col- 
lect the dues collected under the said amended clause.”

Great Foc.—Droguepa, TUESDAY, Ocr. 25.—A 
dense fog prevailed in this district last night, by which 
two of our splendid fleet of steamers, fully laden with 
live stock, and intended íor the English markets, got 
ashore and were detained. Between eight and nine 
o’clock last night three steamers left eur port—namely, 
the Brian Boroimhe, Saint Patrick, and Leinster Lass. 
They were all heavily laden with horned cattle, sheep, 
and pigs, purchased at the Great October Fair of Navan 
on yesterday, and conveyec principally by rail to this 
town. The Brian Boroimhe, Mr. Peter Owens, master. 
got off to sea, notwithstanding the fog ; but it would 
appear that fhe Saint Patrick, Mr. Philip Henry, 
master, missing her way, ran ashore near what 
is termed “ The Crock,” on the north side of the 
river, and near its junction with the sea. In con- 
sequence of the fog increasing, Captain Edward Togher, 
of the Leinster Lass, thought it prudent to 
remain for the night in the river, and aceordingly cast 
anchor to await the morning’s tide and proceed with 
safety. The Faugh-a-Ballagh steamer, which arrived 
at our quay from Liverpool on this morning, Yfter dis- 
charging some hundreds of harvestmen, was immediately 
turned round by Captain Laurence Branagan, by order 
of one of the officials, and brought down the river to 
render all possible assisstance. llowever, it is repre- 
senjed that the St. Patrick was afloat before the assis- 
tance had arrived, the tide being an exceedingly high 
one. I have not learned that any accident has occurred 
or that any of the cattle were lost. Both vessels got 
away with this morning’s tide, and are likely to deposit 
their cargoes of live stock in Liverpool in time to meet 
the Manchester market to-morrow ( Wednesday.) It is 
feared some casualties of a more serious nature have 
occurred to craft who might happen to be near the coast 
The weather to-day is brilliant in the extreme.

DEATH or tHe Ear. or Jenrsey.---The grave has 
barely closed over the venerable head of the House of 
Jersey before his successor has been also taken away. 
The Earl of Jersey,who succeeded to the earldom on 
the death of his father on the 3d inst., expired yesterday 
forenoon, shortly after eleven o’clock, at Brighton. 
The deceased nobleman had for months past been in 
declining health, and early in the last spring repaired to 
the south of France, but his lordship only received 
temporary relief. Since his return home he has gradu- 
ally continued to get weaker until yesterday , when he 
succumbed to his desease—-consumption. The Right Hon. 
George Augustus Frederick, sixth Earl of Jersey, Vis- 
count Villiers, of Dartford, and Baron of Hoe, county 
Kent in the Peerage of England, and Viscount Grandi- 
son, of Limerick, county Letrim, in that of Ireland, was 
eldest son of.George Child Villiers, fifth Earl, and Sarah, 
eldest daughter of the nineteenth Earl of Westmoreland, 
and heiress of Mr. Robert Child, the wealthy banker of 
the city of London. The deceaseI Peer was educated at 
Christ Church, Oxford, at which University he graduated 
B.A., in 1830, and M.A. in 1837. Shortly after he at- 
tained his majority he entered the House of Commons 
for the borough of Rochester, in conjunction with 
the late Mr. R. Bernal, and in 1831 was 
elected for Minehead. From 1832 to 1834 he sat in the 
House of Commons for Honiton. At the next general 
election he successfully contested Weymouth ; he was 
returned for that borough in 1841, but was unseated 
on petition. On the resignation of Mr. Martin in 1844 
he was elected member for Cirencester, which borough 
he continued to represent up to 1852. On the general 
election in that year he was defeated by the Hon. A.G. J. 
Ponsonby by the narrow majority of four. In politics 
the late Peer was a Conservative; and during the late Sir 
R. Peel’s administration of public affairs he voted in 
favour of the repeal of the Corn Laws and the subsequent 
Free Trade measures of that eminent statesman. The 
deceased earl married in 1841 Julia, eldest daughter of 
the late Right Hon. Sir Robert Peel, by whom he leaves 
issue three sons and two daughters—namely, Victor 
Albert George, Viscount Villiers, born in 1845 (now 
Earl of Jersey) ; Robert Frederick, born in 1842; and 
Caroline Anne, born in 1143. The last nobleman was a 
deputy-lieutenant of the counties of Oxford and W arwick, 
and in 1855 was appointed Major of the Oxfordshire 
Yeomanry Cavalry.

Wedders for butchers’ use ranged in value from 
38s to 548; do. ewes, from 3tis to 45s, and in some cases 50s 
was got ; storo ewes seld from 32s 6d to 40s each; hoggets 
from 35s to 45s. Lambs were scarce; their prices ranged 
from 22s 6d to 32s; mutton rated from 5d tu 64d por lb, ac- 
cordihg to qaality. ‘The supply of pigs was not up to what 
was expected; those gi” were eagerly bought up, realizing 
503 per ewt in sink. Stores of an ordinary size brought 
from 2/ 10s to 3/ 103 each.

There is no reason why we 
should doubt the sincerity of these declarations, or 
assume that Spain will not remain so well disposed and 
able to carry them out. Yet who can say what lofty 
aspirations may follow from her first triumphs over the 
barbarians, or how far she may resist the temp- 
tations of a powerful auxiliary ? Willshe be ready to 
relax her grasp on Tangier should she succeed in gain- 
ing possession of it? The exact numerical strength 
of the French force under General Martimprey we do 
not know, for the French people are not admitted into 
the secrets of their Goverument; but from what is 
stated of the Etat Major of that army it must be con- 
siderable. There are some who seem to think that 
the question of Morocco may create a diversion, to 
withdraw the public mind from the contemplation of 
the Italian difficulties, and serve asa means of extri- 
cating the Government from them. It is unnecessary 
to say what would be the result of the resistance ot 
our Government to Spain going to war with Morocco, 
and of France engaging to support the latter at all 
risks. I repeat, I cannot say how far reliance is to be 
placed on the assertions of the Nord, as to the language 
of Lord Palmerston. It is possible they refer to a date 
anterior to the assurances given by theSpanish Govern- 
ment. 1am informed that the objections of the English 
Cabinet to the expeditions have, since these assurances, 
been considerably modified, if not entirely removed. I 
further learn that a communication to General O’Don- 
nell within the last few days states that the English 
Government is satisfied with these assurances, and wil) 
not offer any oppositionto the war with Morocco. I 
is desirable that this should prove correct, as the Mo- 


* rocco affair has been viewed in the most sombre light. 


Of the impression produced here you may have some 
notion when [ state that it has absorbed public atten- 
tion to the exclusion even of the Conferences of Zurich, 
the Italian question, and the Congress. 

It is said that the force which the French Govern- 
ment had decided to send to China, which was fixed 
originally at 12,000. men, is now reduced to 6,000, It is 
said further that the expedition to China will not be des- 
patched until the month of February next, unless cir- 
cumstances should arise in the meantime which it is not 
possible to anticipate. 

Great4mprovements have been made in the Palace 
of the Tuileries. The apartments occupied by the Em- 
press have been newly decorated, and may challenge 
comparison with those ofany palace in Europe. The 
Kmpress’ boudoir is modelled after one of the chambers 
in the Alhambra. ‘There are eight panels in the small 
drawingroom, on which are painted the portraits of 
the ladies of the Court most hu by her Majesty 
Among therm are the Countess de Morny, the Countess 
Walewski, the Countess Persigny, and the Duchess of 
Malakoff. 

Several municipal changes are to take place on the 
ist of January next, when the boundaries of the city of 
Paris are to be extended to the fortifications. Hackney 
couch fares are to be regulated by time, and no longer 
by the set down. The omnibus fare is to be reduced from 
to 4 sous, but the correspondence is to be suppressed. 
it is further stated that the railway round Paris, which 
is now used exclusively for the conveyance of merchan- 
dise from one railway to another will be opened to the 
public. Further accounts have been received of accidents 
caused by the overflowing ofthe rivers in the south 
of France. The Rhone «at Avignon, suddenly swollen 
on Saturday, the 16th, by the flood in the Ardeche, 
overflowed its bed. Its yellow, muddy water covered 
a great portion of the Island of the Barthelasse, 
sweeping away a considerable qnantity of timber placed 
nearthe bank of the river. The lower part of the 
Carreterie was covered by the sudden irruption of the 
waters. Fortunately, the flood did not last long; the 
waters fell to their proper level, and no mark of the 
innundation remains but the mud left by the receding 
waters. — 
AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, Oct. 22.—Baron Hubner has ceased to be 
Minister of l’olice, and will leave for Gmunden, in Upper 
Austria, this evening. The cause of Baron liubner'a 

_ sudden retirement is not yet positively known, but there 
is good reason for believing that his Majesty thought 
his bias in favour of “decentralisation” was too strong ly 
pronounced. When in Hungary a fortnight or three 
weeks ago the ex-Minister of Police was somewhat less 
guarded in his conversation than he, as a member of 
the Cabinet, ought to have been. Ile certainly 
did not say that the Imperial Government 
was not disinclined to place Hungary on the 
same footing as she was eleven years ago, but 
some of the remarks which he made induced the 
sanguine Hungarians to believe that the Cabinet intend- 
ed to introduce an entirely new system. Some 23 per- 
sons were present at Tot Meyyer, an estate of Count L. 
Caraly’s, while Baron Hubner was there, and among 
them were Count John Waldstein, who was formerly 
President of the Hungarian Diet, and Baron Authony 
Babarczy, one of the leaders of the Old Conservative , 

y. On one occasion Baron Hubner requested the 
ungarians to give him some insight into their ante- 
March municipal institutions, and in the course of the 
conversation which ensued he dropped a hint that the 
Imperial Government would not be disinclined to make 
concessions in municipal matters te all the provinces of 
the empire. The ex-Minister is also said to have de- 

clared that the Government would not object to admit a 
Hungarian who enjoyed the confidence of his fellow- 
countrymen into the Cabinet. :

The mission, 
however, failed, not being able to meet with the Go- 
vernor-General, while the villagers, who had never 
heard of the United States, warned the party that they 
had better return to their boat, as a large body of Tar- 
tar cavalry had been sent for, who recognised no dis- 
tinctions among foreign “ barbarians. 


GALLANT CAREER OF ONE Risen FROM THE Ranks. 
—Intelligence was received by the last mail from India 
of the death of Captain Lawson, of the 42nd Highland- | 
ers, resulting from a wound on the knee received during 
the suppression of the mutiny. The career of this gal- 
lant soldier is worthy of note. Captain Lawson, who 
was a native of Lanark, entered the army in 1837, hav- 
ing before that time been employed as a ploughboy. 
He served as a non-c issi 


ioned officer for nearly six- 
teen years, during which period he gained for himself 
the confidence and respect of his superiors, and the af- 
fection and esteem of his fellow-soldiers. In 1854 he 
embarked with the regiment for the Crimea, was present 
at the Alma, and passed unscathed through all the 
hardships and perils of that memorable campaign. After 
Inkermann, along with a number of deserving non-com- 
missioned officers serving in other regiments he received 
his commission asensign. In March, 1855, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of lieutenant, and for some time 
previous to the conclusion of the war acted as cap- 
tain in the late Land Transport Corps. On his return 
to England, in 1856, he rejoined the 42nd, 
and shortly after received the appointment of 
instructor of musketry to the regiment. At this time, 
also, the magistrates and council of Lanark (his native 
town), in consideration of his distinguished conduct, 
agreed to present him with the freedom ofthat ancient 
burgh ; this honour, however, the gallant gentleman 
never had an opportunity of personally receiving. The 
outbreak of the Indian mutiny called him again to the 
field, and in August, 1857, he left England with the head- 
quarters of the regiment for Calcutta. In 1858 he ob- 
tained his commission as captain, and shortly after re- 
ceived the wound which, on the 18th of August last, 
ended his honourable career. Captain Lawson’ com- 
manded the picquet of the 42nd, thirty-seven in number, 
which was engaged in the terrible fight on the banks of 
the Suarda, on the morning of the 15th of January, 
with upwards of 2,000 rebels. The little band of High- 
landers defended themselves with extraordinary cou- 
rage from sunrise to sunset, until relief arrived, from 
General Walpole. Captain Lawson was honourably 
mentioned in the general’s despatches for the manner 
in which he acquitted himself on that day.— Scotsman. 

Tue Weatuer.-—-During the past few days the cold 
has been most intense. The days have been bright and 
clear, but there have been heavy fogs at night. Last 
evening there was a dense hoar frost, and for the past 
two or three days snow has fallen in the neighbourhood 
of Killarney, and throughout the western portion of the 
county. Karly on Saturday morning last, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Mill-street, in this county, snow began ra- 

idly to fall,and so heavily, that there were several 
inches on the ground about nine o’clock. Some farmers 
in the district who turned out their cattle were obliged 
from their inability to reach the pasture, and the 
great cold that prevailed, to take them in.-~-Cork Exa-

Tae Apvent or Winter.—Winter has come sud- 
denly upon us. Thick ice was found on the ponds near 
London on Sunday morning, and accounts flowing in 
from all parts of the country inform us that sum- 
mer has bidden adieu to all parts of the island. 
In North and East Yorkshire a very heavy fall of snow 
set in on Friday afternoon, which greatly interfered 
with the progress of the wheat sowing. On the wolds 
and moors the snow fell very thick. On Friday even- 
ing a heavy thunderstorm occurred, and until late on 
Saturday morning most brilliant discharges of lightning 
were prevalent in the north and east. Bristol and Bath 
were visited with snow storms in the course of Saturday 
and Sunday, and on the _ of the latter day there 
was a very sharp frost. he temperature, which on 
the 16th was 62.1 deg., fell on the 22nd to a minimum 
of 28.2 deg. There was rain on the 16th, 18th, and 
19th; fogs on the 17th and 22nd, and hoar frosts on 
the 2ist, 22nd, and 23rd. On the evening of Friday dis- 
tant lightning was observed in the north-west, and on 
Saturday there was a faint display of aurora borealis.

Ixstrxct or THE Hare.---An old hare, when hunted 
by acommon hound, seems to regulate her flight from the 
first according to the speed of her pursuer. She knows 
from experience that a very rapid flight would be less 
certain of carrying her out of the reach of danger than 
a more deliberate one, and hence she carefully expends 
her strength. She seems to have observed that in 
grounds where there are many young shrubs, the con- 
tact of her whole body leaves behind a stronger scent. 
She therefore avoids all thickets, and keeps as much as 
possible on beaten roads ; but when pursued by grey- 
hounds she runs from them as fast as she is able, and 
seeks for shelter in woods and thickets. Knowing that 
terriers, even though they do not see her, can follow her 
track, she often practises a stra to deceive them. 
When she has run for a considerable time in a straight 
line, she returns a short distance on the road she has 
come, in order to render the scent very strong on this 
space of ground ; she'then makes several long leaps, in a 
side direction, and thereby renders it difficult to recover 
the scent. By this meansthe houndsare put at fault, 
and the hare enabled to geta considerable way ahead, 
and thus she frequently makes her escape.— Cassell’s 
Popular Natura/ History. 

ExTRAORDINARY Suicipe.—An inquest was held last 
week before the borough coroner,at Emscote,on the body 
of Richard Walker, landlord of the ,Beehive Inn—Mr.

ALLEGED FELONY. OF A COW. 
Bernard M'Donald, residing at Rathfarnham, was 
indicted for having stolena cow, the property of Thomas 
Byrne, on the 20th of October last. 

The prosecutor was examined, and stated that he 
resided at Oldcourt; that he had a cow in his field on 
the 20th of the present month ; that he did not see her 
therethe next day, but saw her on the 23rd, in Sir Robert 
Shaw’s demesne; the prisoner resides two miles andj a 
half from witness’ place ; the cow was red, with a line 
along the back, and crooked horns, having the initials 
“ P. M. G.” branded on her. 

Police-constable Shannon deposed to his seeing & cow 
in Bushy Park upon the 23rd inst.; he arrested the 
prisoner while he was ploughing in his field ; he asked 
him had he acow grazing at Sir R. Shaw’s, and he said 
he had ; he purchased her at Roundwood, but she had 
strayed away from him, and that he brought her home, 
and put her to grass at Patrick Bannon’s ; she also 
strayed from Bannon’s, and he finally found her at 
Templeogue Bridge, in the possession of two boys 
whom he did not know ; he told witness frankly that he 
had put her to grass at Bushy Park; witness heard 
since that the prisoner was looking through the country 
for a strange cow ; he bore an excellent character. 

Henry Akin, stewart and gardener in the employment 
of Sir R. Shaw, deposed to his finding a cow in Bushy 
Park on Friday morning last, running about the place ; 
he had not seen her before ; he gave the cow to prose- 
cutor, who claimed it. 


Mr. Curran defended the prisoner, and called upon 
the court for a direction of acquittal, on the ground that 
the prisoner had not been legally brought into connec- 
tion with the property alleged to have been stolen. 

Judge Perrin said that though there might have been 
suspicious circumstances elicited if there had beena 
closer examination as to identifying the cow mentioned 
by the prisoner as having been put by him to Bushy 
Park, and the one claimed by the prosecutor, still, as 
the case had been presented to the jury, they should 
acquit the prisoner. 

The jury accordingly returned a verdict of Not Guilty.

WHOLESALE ROBBERY OF PORTMANTEAUS. 

John Wall Leonard, a young man of respectable ap- 
pearance, was placed at the bar upon an indictment 
charging him with the felony of a portmanteau, the pro- 
perty of Valentine Hill, Esq. ‘There were in all eight 
separate indictments against the prisoner, charging him 
with a similar offence. 

Valentine Hill was sworn, and examined by Mr. 
Walshe, Q.C.—He travelled on the 26th of September 
last on the Drogheda Railway to Dublin ; he saw the 
portmanteau now produced put into the luggage van at 
the Newry station ; he arrived in Dublin at ten minutes 
past nine, but when he went to inquire after his port- 
manteau it could not be found. 

To Mr. Curran--- I know the portmanteau by its look; 
I know it by a mark inside caused by the spilling of a 
bottle of medicine; I also know it by the partially 
effaced railway labels on it ; I can clearly read the name 
of my own station on it, St. Neots ; it is the general, 
but not invariable practice to mark luggage at that sta- 
tion. 

Patrick M‘Nevin, examined by Mr. Barry—-He isa 
es carrying on business in Townsend-street; 
dentifies the prisoner asthe person who offered the port- 
manteau now produced in pawn; it was full of wear- 
ing apparel when brought to him; he did not take the 
portmanteau in pawn, but sent for the police, and had 
the prisoner arrested. 

Acting-Inspector Daly, of the Gjdivision, and Con- 
stable M‘Grath, of the same Division, deposed to ar- 
resting the prisoner in Mr. M‘Nevin’s shop. Both of 
them identified the Portmanteau now produced as the 
one handed overto them by Mr. M‘Nevin. The con- 
tents were delivered up to Mr. Hill, who claimed them. 

Mr. Curran addressed the jury for the defence. He 
called attention to the respectability of the accused, 
and strongly condemmed the facilittes which were affor- 
ded by the present system for the robbery of railway 
travellers’ luggage. On the Continent the luggage of 
each passenger was numbered, and the person claiming 
it should produce a corresponding number. [If this 
were done in this country,a great many robberies would 
be prevented, and passengers have a reasonable security 
for the safety of their property. 

Thomas Edwards was — Cr to give the prisoner a 
character. He stated that he was a partner of Mr. 
Dargan’s ; that the prisoner was in his employment for 
a period of nearly eight years, as check clerk ; he bore a 
very good character during that time. 

James Carroll, proprietor of the Brazen Head Hotel, 
deposed that the prisoner stopped in his establishment 
for two years ; he had always borne a good character ;

The Chief Baron charged the jury, and, without leav- 
ing the box, they found the prisoner Guilty.

ATOH BETWEEN Horse AND Housp.— The com- 
parative speed of the horse and foxhound is again to be 
tested in 1860, a match for 1,000 guineas (h. ft.) having 
been made between the Duke of Beaufort and the Earl 
of Winchelsea, to come off over the Beacon Course, at 
Newmarket, in the Haughton meeting next year. The 
duke backs five couple of hounds against three horses to 
be selected by the earl, and carrying 8st. 7lbs. each. We 
understand that the hounds are to run a trail on the oppo- 
site side of the course to that on which the horses are 
to do their work, so as not to interfere with each other. 
The hounds of the present day are said to be much faster 
than in the times of Mr. Meynell and Colonel Thornton, 
while our horses are by many people supposed to be quite 
unable to repeat the feats of their ancestors over a distance 
of ground. In the match over the Beacon Course 
between Mr. Meynell and Mr. Barry, the distance was 
run in a few seconds over eight minutes, Out of sixty 
horses starting with the hounds, twelve were up 
at the finish; the first carrying Cooper, the huntsman, 
and the last Will Crane, both of whom were con- 
siderably over 8st. 7lbs., which would give “ the pull” 
to the horses in the present match; but, on the other 
hand, Colonel Thornton’s Merlin is said to have run ina 
trail four miles in seven minutes and half a second. It 
is not recorded over what ground this took place.
